Commission in refusing to permit in­ 
trastate railroad passenger rates to 
be raised to conform with the increase 
recently 
granted by the 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Testimony to 
this effect was given today by L. C. 
Porter, 
assistant comptroller of the 
New York Central Railroad line, be­ 
fore chief examiner 
Laroe of the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission, 
investigating the action of the New 
York State Commission. 


Mr. Porter indicated that complete 
calculations of all railroads engaged 
in interstate business would raise his 
estimate of the loss considerably. T .

Hunter, 
vice president 
of the 
trunk line association, testified th at 
th** State 
Commerce 
Commission's 
action would be reflected in the rail­ 
road rates of the entire country and 
would result in a partial nullification 
at least of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s order.
